OAK PARK, I i 1 .. (AP) — Sam Gian- j 
cana, a reputed leader in the Chicago j 
crime syndicate recently linked to al- ; 
leged CIA plots to kill Cuban Premier ! 
Fidel Castro, was found slain in his 1 
home shortly before midnight. 

Giancana, 65, had been shot once 
in the right corner of the mouth and 
five times in the neck, Oak Park Po- 
lice Chief Wilbur Reichert said last 
night. No weapon was found. 

Caretaker Joseph DiPersio, 82, dis- 
covered the body lying face up on the 
kitchen floor in the basement of Gian- 
cana’s home in this western Chicago 
suburb, Reichert said.

DiPersio and his wife had been 
watching television in a second floor 
room of the house, but they said they 
hear.d no shots, possibly because 


DiPERSIO TOLD POLICE he last 
saw Giancana alive at 10:30 p.m. Po- 
lice received the homicide call at 
11:51p.m. 

Giancana was wearing a sport 
shirt, slacks and a pair of slippers' 
when his body was found. 

The FBI joined local police in 
investigating the shooting. 

Giancana, a dapper, outgoing fig- 
ure in earlier years with a bent for 
silk suits and night clubs, was arrest- 
ed in connection with a number of 
gangland killings in the late 1950s 


and early 1960s, but he was never 
convicted. In the mid-1960s, he was 
jailed for a year for refusing to an- 
swer a grand jury’s questions about 
organized crime. 

For several years, Giancana kept 
company with singer Phyllis’ 
McGuire. They had met in Las Vegas 
in 1961. 

He reportedly worked his way up 
through the ranks of the Chicago 
crime syndicate built by Al Capone.

[KING of a recluse in re- 


cent years, Giancana, a widower, 
had s’pent much of his time on the 
golf course and at his Oak Park 
home. 

He and another underworld figure, 
John Roselli, were involved in CIA 
contingency plans to assassinate Cas- 
tro in the early 1960s, according to re- 
cent statements by Richard Bisseil, 
who headed the. CIA’s “dirty tricks" 
department during the 1961 Bay of ( 
Pigs invasion. ' j 

. Giancana held extensive gambling 
interests in Cuba before Castro over-., 
threw dictator Fulgencio Baptista in 
1959. ' j 

Then-Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kenne-; 
dy later learned that Giancana and| 
Roselli might have been involved in a ; 
CIA plot to kill Castro, a CIA source!
